EDITORIALS 


This issue of Lire appears in a week of grave de- 
cision, As the preceding fortnight ended, a sell- 
out of all that our men and our Allies had fought 
for in Korea seemed to be in the making. A 
Chinese Communist delegation had arrived 
at Lake Success. The British government was 
publicly on its knees to the Communist aggres- 
sors of Peking. Our own leaders in Washington, 
military and political, were in a state of shame- 
ful timidity. Their talk was of doing anything 
and making any concession—including the ad- 
mission of the Chinese Communists to the Unit- 
ed Nations—which might get the U.S. out of 
what they considered to be an impossible situa- 
tion in North Korea. Believing that this dis- 
play was uncalled for and could be disastrous, 
Lire asked its Tokyo correspondent how the 
situation looked to General Douglas MacAr- 
thur. General MacArthur is not infallible—far 
from it! But his estimate of the actual situation 
in Korea, and his attitude toward the Commu- 
nist aggressors, are in healthy contrast to the 
sick and fearful atmosphere of London, Wash- 
ton and Lake Success. The report of Lire’s 
Tokyo correspondent is presented here in ques- 
tion-and-answer form as the most useful edi- 
torial we can offer this week. It is in no sense 
an interview with General MacArthur. How- 
ever we are confident that it accurately reflects 
his views and provides the best possible yard- 
stick by which to measure the decisions to be 
taken in these fateful days. 


Q. How bad is our situation in Korea? Is 
it as “impossible” as Washington thinks? 

A. General MacArthur would not agree 
with the view that we are in an “impossible 
situation” in North Korea, or that we are 
even in a bad situation in North Korea. He 
is unalterably opposed to any “deal” which 
through appeasement would seek to lighten 
our military burden at the expense of Kore- 
an sovereignty or territorial integrity or the 
surrender of any other basic principles to 
Communist aggression. 

Q. If General MacArthur were complete- 
ly free to dictate his own course, how would 
he try to resolve the military situation on 
the ‘Korea Manchuria border? 

‘A. He would do exactly what he is doing 
—that is, seek a military decision through 
destruction of the opposing forces, whether 
North Korean, Chinese or mixed. He feels 
that the issue at present is predominantly 
military. He feels that once the military ob- 
jective is secured through destruction of the 
“opposing forces in North Korea, any politi- 
ae uestions vis-a-vis Communist China 
will become largely academic—unless, of 
course, either the Soviet Union or Commu- 
nist China, or both, reach the decision to in- 
vite a major war by formal and open action. 

Q. Is not some concession indicated in or- 
der to avert a major war? 

A. History demonstrates unmistakably 
that yielding to unjustified international 
pressure leads inevitably to war. A recent 
precedent is the Munich settlement of 1938 
and the German expansion which followed. 
Czechoslovakia was sacrificed and war was 
hastened. Of that settlement our State De- 
partment had this to say on page 14 of its 
public document, Postwar Foreign Policy 
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Preparation: “The crisis occasioned by the 
German occupation of Austria in March 
1938 was followed by the Munich crisis in 
September, when the weakness of peaceful 
efforts toward just settlements in the face of 
determined aggression was unmistakably 
demonstrated.” General MacArthur feels 
that this concept is as valid now as it was 
when the State Department formulated it. 
There is no reason to doubt its validity. 

Q. Does it necessarily apply to the United 
Nations and to the present problem now 
confronted in North Korea? 

A. General MacArthur believes that it 
does. He believes that any appeasing con- 
cession now “in the face of determined ag- 
gression” would carry within itself the germs 
of the destruction of the United Nations. It 
would be tribute to aggression, encouraging 
the very international lawlessness which it is 
the fundamental duty of the United Nations 
to curb. 

Q. Must the United Nations forces go all 
the way to the Yalu border? Is there any- 
thing good in the idea of offering the Chi- 
nese Communists a “buffer” area? 

A. General MacArthur believes that to 
give up any portion of North Korea to the 
Chinese Communists would be the great- 
est defeat of the free world in recent times. 
To yield to so immoral a proposition would 
bankrupt our leadership and influence in 
ia and make both our military and politi- 
cal position untenable throughout Asia. It 
would not reduce the possibility of a general 
war—it would increase this possibility. For 
the Communists would know that it placed 
us at a grave disadvantage. Among other 
consequences it would deprive us of the sup- 
port of countless Asiatics who now believe in 
us and are prepared to fight with us. 

Q. If the Chinese Communists were calling 
on General MacArthur in Tokyo, instead of 
in the United Nations at Lake Success, how 
would he receive them and deal with them? 

A. I am quite sure that if General MacAr- 
thur were to receive any approach from the 
Chinese authorities presently operating in 
North Korea or responsible for those op- 
erations his reply would be characteristi- 
cally terse: “Get out of Korea and stay out. 
Those who persist in practicing internation- 
al banditry by coming in will be destroyed.” 
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There it is. No sellout is necessary. Any sell- 
out would make for war, good 
to know that the American and the United 
Nations commander actually under the guns 
keeps his head and his courage and refuses to 
wallow in the fears which obsess our leaders at 
home. Their deepest concern of course is not so 
much the immediate outcome in North Korea 
as the prospect of involvement with the mass 
armies of Communist China. General Mac- 
Arthur also abhors this prospect. As is well 

id it by maintaining such 
a strong military position on the perimeter of 
Asia that the Communists would hardly dare 
to tangle with us. He knows that the surest way 
to all-out war with them is any surrender, any 
display of fear toward them. These views are 
recommended to the timorous men of Wash- 
ington and Lake Success. 


A MOUSE FOR MILADY’S HAT 


Here we pause to salute a contemporary, The 
Times of London. The occasion is the appear- 
ance of a little book of pleasantries compiled 
from The Times editorial page (Fourth Leaders 
from The Times, 1950; The Times Publishing, 
Co. Ltd., London—8/6).

For an instance of the 
unassailable statement invincibly put, we rec- 
ommend, “It could never be said of a woman 
with a mouse in her hat that she was difficult to 
talk to.” All the plaint and patience of socialized 
England well up with, “Fantastic though it now 
seems, there was time when rations were things 
that only soldiers were expected to live on.” We: 
also like, “The British are a self-distrustful, dif- 
fident people, agreeing with alacrity that they 
are neither successful nor clever and only mod- 
estly claiming that they have a keener sense of 
humour, more robust common sense, and great- 
er staying power as a nation than all the rest of 
the world put together.” For chastening satire 
on the editorialist’s tendency to make much of 
little, we admire, A recent incident at Pen- 
zance county court, in which the hair of a 
ness was observed by the registrar to be alight, 
is a reminder that man’s mastery of the unex- 
pected is not confined to the realm of fiction.”

ROVAL THRONGS 
HONOR GUSTAF V 


Kings and princes follow his bier 


Inthe chill hush of an early winter’s day, aroyal 
procession stood in a Stockholm street in trib- 
ute to a departed king. The mourners had come 
for the funeral of the late Gustaf V of Sweden 
(Lire, Noy. 13) in the largest assemblage of roy- 
alty since England’s Princess Elizabeth was 
married three years ago. To the beat of muffled 
drums they marched behind the purple-covered 
coffin to Riddarholm Church, the traditional 
burying place of Sweden’s rulers. Flags at half- 
mast lined the route, along which more than 
70,000 Swedes turned out in final honor of their 
beloved “Mr. G.” When the burial service was 
ended, 17 warships, including two American 
destroyers, roared out two 42-gun salutes. At 
that moment flags all over Sweden went to top- 
mast again in honor of the new king. 

In the two weeks since his father’s death, Gus- 
taf VI Adolf, whose first official portrait (oppo- 
site page) was taken by Lire’s Dmitri Kessel, 
had already proved himself an energetic ruler. 
He supervised all details of the funeral himself, 
met all his more important guests in person. In 
addition he received the credentials of 39 for- 
eign envoys and made an impression on his min- 
istersasa thoroughgoing reader of all documents 
submitted for his signature. After he sent anum- 
ber of such papers back for revision, a ministry 
official commented wryly, “Heis king, all right.”

The Boswell Detective Story 


IN AN OLD IRISH CASTLE A PROFESSOR AND A COLONEL 
MADE ONE OF THE LITERARY FINDS OF THE CENTURY 


JHE most talked-about author of the 
ear, despite the noisy intrusion of 
ernest Hemingway, may well turn 
out to be a brilliant, restless, hard-drinking, 
hard-wenching Scotsman who died more 
than 150 years ago. His name is James Bos- 
well, already famous as the biographer of 
England’s great 18th Century figure, Sam- 
uel Johnson. The book that is causing the 
stir is Boswell’s London Journal: 1762-1763, 
just published by McGraw-Hill. Already 
applauded by critics from one end of the 
country to the other as one of the most re- 
markable achievements in English lette 
even more notable, perhaps, than the diary 
of Samuel Pepys—it is now being brought 
out for the first time, 
The belated appearance of Boswell’s j 
nal, of which the volume jus 
the first instalment, has not been because 
of neglect or indifference. Until a few years 
ago it was not known to exist. The story of 
its discovery, along with a great treasure- 
trove of other Boswell papers that runs to 
well over 4,000 items, reads like a piece of

tery of the Boswell papers begins prosaically 
enough. The time is 1840; the scene, a street 
in Boulogne, France. Onto the scene and 
into the street walks one Major Storfe, an 
Englishman in the employ of the East India 
Company. What brought the major to Bou- 
logne is not known, nor is it particularly im- 
portant. It is enough that he was there and 
that he went into a shop to make a purchase: 


probably a bit of cheese or a slice of sausage. 
Ithad to be something small; it also had to be 
something he was immediately to unwrap. 

The keeper of the shop was named Mad- 
ame Noél. Following the frugal custom of 
the time, she handed the major his purchase 
wrapped in an old letter. Soon he was back 
in her shop again. Did she have any more 
such letters? he asked. But yes, Madame 
Noél replied. She had bought quite a num- 
ber of them from a dealer in old paper. 

At this point Major Stone’s heart surely 
missed a beat. A man of trade, he was also 
a man of learning. Enough learning, in any 
case, to recognize that letters signed by 
James Boswell shouldnt be used to wrap 
slices of sausage in.

good, faithful friend, the Reverend William Temple. How had they 
got to France? Simply and incredibly enough. William Temple, 
who had known Boswell since they were schoolboys together, had 
a daughter named Anne. He also had a high regard for his corre- 
spondence. He carefully preserved all the letters he received from 
Boswell—the first, written in 1758, when Boswell was a boy of 17, 
the last in 1795 when he was on his deathbed. Temple himself died 
a year later. His daughter Anne had meantime married a clergyman 
named Powlett. Mr. Powlett’s tastes were geared to a more expen- 
sive plane than his income. It came to the point that he had to flee 
England and go to France to escape his creditors. It would appear 
that he hastily bundled up his father-in-law’s papers (or at least a 
part of them) and took them with him. Never finding himself in a 
position to return to England, Mr. Powlett died in 1834, His meager 
ossessions were sold off; even the papers he carried with him from 
England went on the market. Yet, passing from hand to hand, as 
they must have done, a major portion of Boswell’s letters to Tem- 
ple managed to survive. It was these, six years after Mr. Powlett’s 
death, that Major Stone found in the shop of Madame Noél. 

The publication of Boswell’s letters to Temple was an occasion 
for rejoicing that so much new light had been shed on the intimate 
character of Boswell. But those scholars who had suspected that 
Boswell’s notes and letters had 
been hopelessly scattered to the 
winds now seemed to have proof 
positive, 

That Boswell had accumu- 
lated a vast collection of man- 
uscripts, letters and other pa- 
pers during his lifetime was well 
known; that he placed an ex- 
ceptional value upon them was 
attested to by his will, in which 
he named three of his friends as 
his literary executors— William 
Temple, Edmond Malone and 
Sir William Forbes, Boswell’s in- 
structions to them, in brief, were 
to publish anything they found 
among his papers that they con- 
sidered worthy of publication, 
For one reason and another— 
Sir William Forbes was pretty 
shocked by some of the things he

well’s archives were intact. In 
that year Edmond Malone, one of the three men named by Bos- 
well as his literary executors, published a new edition of The Life 
of Johnson. In a footnote he remarked that he was unable to verify 
a certain passage in a letter from Johnson to Boswell. He gave as 
his reason the fact that the original had been burned in a mass of 
papers in Scotland. 

So it came to be believed that all Boswell’s papers that remained 
in Auchinleck, the family seat in Scotland, had been tossed into the 
flames. This belief was given further support when another scholar, 
coming after Malone, wrote that “Boswell’s manuscripts were left 
to the disposal of his family; and it is believed that the whole were 
immediately destroyed.” 

Boswell’s descendants did nothing to correct the error. For while 
James Boswell might be a famous man to the rest of the world, he 
was to his correct, conventional relatives a dreadfully assertive 
skeleton in the family closet. They found it impossible to look with 
favor upon an ancestor who had fathered an illegitimate child at 
21, who wenched and wined his way through life even after he mar- 
ried and had a family, and who did not hesitate to commit his every 
transgression to the pages of his journal. The very thing that gives 
Boswell’s journal its enormous value and vitality—its uninhibited 
honesty—filled them with dismay. Nor is this hard to understand. 
Here is James Boswell, age 22, getting involved with an actress 
named Louisa, one of his many girls: 


WEDNESDAY 12 JANUARY. . . . At the appointed hour of eight I 
went to the Piazzas, where I sauntered up and down for a while 
ina sort of trembling suspense, I knew not why. At last my charm- 
ing companion appeared, and I immediately conducted her to a 
hackney-coach which I had ready waiting, pulled up the blinds, 
and away we drove to the destined scene of delight. . . .

and then the maid came and put the sheets, well aired, upon the 
bed. I now contemplated my fair prize. Louisa is just twenty- 
four, of a tall rather than short figure, finely made in person, with 
a handsome face and an enchanting languish in her eyes. She 
dresses with taste. She has sense, good humour, and vivacity, and 
looks quite a woman in genteel life. As I mused on this elevating 
subject, I could not help being somehow pleasingly confounded 
that so fine a woman was at this moment in my possession. . . . 


In getting his Louisa (who took a certain amount of getting, it 
might be added), Boswell also got a venereal disease. And this, too, 
he made part of his journal. “What! thought I, can... . corrup- 
tion lodge beneath so fair a form!” Boswell’s journal, however, is 
not merely a scandalous true confession of an 18th Century rake. 
A mirror of his own life, it also mirrors the life of his time; record- 

his own history, it vividly records the history of an era. Stand- 
ing between the poles of Pepys and Rousseau, as Professor Fred- 
erick A. Pottle says in his introduction to the volume that has just 
come from the press, Boswell’s journal is almost unique. “Boswell,” 
says Professor Pottle, “approaches the secret places of his own 
and mind with the detachment, the candour and the responsibility 
of a historian. Not a mere chronicler, but a historian of the older 
school, a historian who considers history a branch of literature.” 

Boswell’s descendants, however, took a less elevated view. Un- 
able to keep him out of the world’s mind, they did what they could 
to keep him out of their own sight. They particularly disapproved 
of Boswell’s association with Doctor Johnson. They felt that the 
relation had placed their ancestor in an unfavorable light. They 
were understandably wounded when Thomas Babington Macau- 
lay, in a particularly harsh essay, called him a bigot, a toady, a tale- 
bearer, an eavesdropper and the laughingstock of all the taverns 
and coffeehouses of London, The less they heard about Doctor Sam- 
uel Johnson, the better they liked it. “I have observed,” wrote Sir 
Walter Scott of Boswell’s son, Sir Alexander Boswell, “that he dis- 
liked any allusion to the Life or to Johnson himself, and I have heard 
that Johnson’s fine portrait by Sir Joshua [Reynolds] was sent up- 
stairs out of the sitting apartments at Auchinleck.” 

Sir Alexander's prejudices were inherited by those who came aft- 
er him. Over a period of time various scholars sought permission 
from Boswell’s descendants to visit Auchinleck. All were refused. 
So by the turn of the century, when more than 100 years had passed 
and no trace of Boswell’s papers were uncovered, the legend of their 
destruction was almost universally accepted as fact. 

But at this point a new figure came into the case. Boswell may 
have been a rather unsympathetic character to his own country-

most among these was Professor Chauncey Brewster Tinker of Yale 
University. Professor Tinker, now in his mid-70s, is a tall, thin, 
mild-spoken man with a crew haircut, a fondness for broiled chick- 
en and apple pie, a passion for collecting, a reputation as one of the 
most beloved professors ever to hold forth at Yale and a fervent con- 
tion that James Boswell was one of the greatest writers ever pro- 
duced by the Ei ing world, Now retired and enshrined 
as Keeper of R: hrinement that sometimes 
gives him the fidgets—Professor Tinker once taught "The Age of 
Johnson,” a course that was one of the most esteemed in his univer- 
sity’s curriculum. But it was Boswell, not Johnson, who occupied 
the forefront of his attention. Professor Tinker (naturally known as 
Tink”) lectured about Boswell, studied about Boswell and wrote 
about Boswell. In 1922 he published a number of his ys under 
the title of Young Boswell. The book was the best appreciation and 
the most understanding treatment that Doctor Tehason's biogra- 
pher had ever had. A new Boswell appeared; one whose worth and 
importance was equal, if not superior, to that of the eminent Doctor.

‘ounc Boswett,” however, was in the nature of a by-product. 
Professor Tinker’s major interest was the location and publi- 
cation of Boswell’s letters. And it was through this interest and 
these letters that he stepped out of the world of scholarship into 
the role of literary detective. Boswell’s letters to Temple—the ones 
that Major Stone had found in the shop of Madame |\—had 
finally come to harbor in the great library built up by J. Pierpont 
Morgan in New York. Working over this correspondence in the 
early part of 1920, Professor Tinker came across a letter addressed 
to one of Boswell’s daughters, a young lady named Euphemia. It 
had been written in 1807 by Edmond Malone, the same Malone 
who had been named by Boswell as one of his literary executors and 
who in 1807 had published his edition of The Life of Johnson with 
the footnote about the papers’ having been burned in a fire. But it 
was plain from his letter to Euphemia that despite the fire Malone 
believed all Boswell’s important papers were still at Auchinleck. 
Professor Tinker, like any alert, up-and-coming detective, de- 
cided to follow up the lead. His first move was to write a letter to 
The Times of London explaining that he was planning an edition of 
Boswell’s letters and asking owners of any such letters to commu- 
nicate with him. His letter was published in the Times Literary Sup- 
plement for July 29, 1920. Almost immediately he received two re- 
plies. One, in the best tradition of detective stories, was anonymous; 
“Try Malahide Castle,” it said. The other, written on a posteard 
with a Dublin postmark, bore an illegible signature. But there was 
nothing illegible about its message. ‘The last representative of Bos- 
well and owner of Auchinleck is Honble. James Talbot, Malahide

Castle, Co. Dublin. He has lately imported here an escritoire of 
Boswell’s which is full of letters, so far uncatalogued.” The effect of 
this information upon Professor Tinker is best described by one of 
his colleagues: “Maybe he slept at night, but I doubt it.” 

Sleepless or not, Professor Tinker continued on the trail. Going 
to Burke's Peerage, the who's who of British nobility, he learned 
that the Honble. James Talbot, Malahide Castle, Co. Dublin, was 
none other than Lord Talbot, the great-great-grandson of James 
Boswell and his direct heir. Professor Tinker wrote to him at once. 
"Tam very sorry I am unable to give you any letters of James Bos- 
well for publication,” Lord Talbot replied. “I regret I cannot meet 
your views in this respect.” 

The letter could be read two ways—one, that Lord Talbot had 
no letters, or, two, that he had some but was unwilling to release 
them for publication. Stymied and unsatisfied, Professor Tinker 
determined to get into Malahide Castle and see what he could find 
on his own. Mystery-story addicts have every right at this point 
to expect him to apply to Lord Talbot for a position as gardener, 
coachman or butler, or else to insinuate his way into Malahide b 
expressing a passionate interest in early Gothic architecture, Trish 
folklore or the songbirds of Dublin County. He gave the old formula 
anew twist by staying right in character. In 1925 he went to Ireland 
and arranged, through friends, to get himself invited to Malahide. 
On theafternoon of June 30, 1925 he went there to tea. He left feeling 
that his lifework lay in ruins. It seemed quite unimportant, so black 
was his melancholy, that he had solved a century-old mystery and 
made one of the mostsignificant literary discoveries of modern times. 


The ebony cabinet 
Man Caste, to which Professor Tinker had been invited 


to tea, is an ancient, ivy-covered stone pile that stands nine 
miles north of Dublin, close to the town of Malahide, a small sea- 
side resort on an inlet of the Irish Sea. Once besieged and possibly 
lived in for a time by Cromwell, it has a ghost, graveyard, several 
suits of armor and a great ebony cabinet. It was this cabinet that 
Professor Tinker, after tea, was invited to view; it was the contents 
of one of its drawers that plunged him into such desperate gloom, 

‘The tea party, as Professor Tinker remembers it, had been rather 
constrained. As a gift to Lord Talbot and his laly—“a propitiatory 
offering,” Professor Tinker calls it—he brought along a copy of his 
edition of Boswell Letters, published the year before. The gift “served 
only to increase the natural suspicions of my intentions,” Profes- 
sor Tinker recalls. 

Lord Talbot, throughout the sessions, appeared rather bored. A 
tall, gentle, extremely shy man, his notion of the finest work of 
God was an Irish Thoroughbred. His colors were shown on tracks 
throughout Ireland and England. He left most of the talking to his 
wife. Lady Talbot, a former actress, in time came to the point. Ad- 
mitting that she and her husband were in possession of various Bos- 
well papers, she let it be known that they were both completely op- 
posed to their publication, On this soore she was adamant. “I think 
I should tell you, Mr. Tinker,” she said, “that we intend to pro- 
tect ourselves by law.” 

Professor Tinker must have looked more cast down than he knew, 
Lord Talbot sensed his unhappiness. “But can’t Mr. Tinker at least 
see the papers?” he asked. Lady Talbot saw no reason why he should 
not. The company rose and entered the Oak Room. Lord Talbot 
indicated the ebony cabinet, and Lady Talbot pulled open one of 
the drawers. It was stuffed with manuscripts. Professor Tinker was 
allowed to handle some of them—letters from Boswell to his son 
Sandy, some manuscript sheets of The Life of Johnson and a number 
of volumes of a journal in Boswell’s hand. Lady Talbot made it plain 
that he should not get his hopes up. “After all,” Professor Tinker 
says, “there was no reason for her to be particularly well-disposed 
to an American who arrived wishing to know the nature and extent 
of the family papers.” But he was not nearly so cool-headed at the 
time. The more he examined the manuscripts, the more he realized 
that all that had been said and written about Boswell—all that he 
had said and written—must now be revised. “The mere existence of 
those treasures,” he says, “made my edition of the Letters seem 
passé. It was the greatest crisis of my life. I had never faced any- 
thing like it, and never will again. I felt like Sinbad the Sailor look- 
ing down into the Valley of Rubies—knowing, like him, that all that 
treasure was hopelessly beyond my reach.” 

The core of the secret, however, had now been penetrated. Pro- 
fessor Tinker had done his job as detective. But where was the sher- 
iff with the handcuffs? 

The first aspirant to the office was Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach, the 
famous American collector and book dealer. As soon as he heard the 
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LORD AND LADY TALBOT were married in 1924 when he 
was 50, she 30, Lady Talbot, an ex-actress, moved out of Malahide 
Castle when new heir, cousin Milo John Reginald Talbot, moved in.

news, he sent a cable to Lord Talbot offering to exchange $250,000 
for the papers, sight unseen. The story goes in Dublin that Lord 
Talbot went to the American Consulate carrying the cablegram 
as one might carry a soiled handkerchief. “Who,” he asked, “is this 
person? I would appreciate your asking him not to correspond with 
me. We have not been introduced.” 

After another American collector failed to interest Lord Talbot 
in selling the papers, it began to be plain that no ordinary sheriff 
was going to snap the handcuffs. But then there appeared a third 
applicant, Lieut. Colonel Ralph H. Isham. A tall, thin, erect, blus- 
tery man who has just turned 60, he has the air, manner and mus- 
tache of a retired officer of the British army. He comes by them 
naturally. The son of a former president and principal owner of the 
Marietta, Columbus & Cleveland Railroad, Colonel Isham en- 
listed in the British army in 1916, By the end of World War I he 
had been decorated Commander of the Order of the British Empire. 
Having hunted big game in the Malay Peninsula as a young man, 
Colonel Isham found a comparable excitement in tracking down 
rare books and manuscripts in his more mature years. 

a Yale freshman he had sat in the class of Professor Samuel B, 
Hemingway and been introduced to Boswell’s Life of Johnson. It 
was the beginning of a lifelong enthusiasm. “Reading Boswell,” 
Colonel Isham said recently, “I found that I was one of the party.

MALAHIDE is one of the oldest in Ireland. On the 
grounds is tomb of one Maud Plunket, whose husband was killed 
on her wedding day, leaving her maid, wife and widow in one day. 


Through him, I got to know Johnson and Goldsmith and Reynolds 
and Burke and Garrick; because of him, I wanted to read their works 
and get closer to them. Then I became anxious to get early editions 
of their works—volumes that they themselves might have held in 
their hands. I first started collecting, in a modest way, when I was a 
studentat Yale. Then, later, when I came into some money, I started 
putting it into books and manuscripts instead of race horses.”” 

When, then, Colonel Isham set out to acquire the Boswell Papers 
he had a rather special set of qualifications—interest, background 
and money. He also had the benefit of a close friendship with Law- 
rence of Arabia, whom he had known in England. “I decided to pro- 
ceed along the lines of an Arab proverb that Lawrence once told 
me,” he says. “According to Lawrence, the Arabs hold that the 
proper way to cross a square is by three sides. It seemed a likely 
way to proceed.” 

Sidling along the first side of the square, Colonel Isham instructed 
his London solicitor to approach Lord Talbot in person and inform 
him that he, Isham, would like to see the Boswell Papers. Simply 
see them. No mention was to be made of anything so vulgar as a 
possible purc This was done. Some time later Colonel Isham’s 
solicitor received a letter from Lord Talbot, saying that should the 
colonel happen to be in the neighborhood of Malahide, he would 
be happy to receive so distinguished a collector. “I arranged to 
happen to be in the neighborhood,” Colonel Isham confesses, “as 
soon as transportation could be arranged.”

Wearing his invisible burnoose, Colonel Isham now navigated 
the second side of the square. Invited to have tea at Malahide, he 
was shown the papers. He expressed only his appreciation of their 
extraordinary literary interest. It was Lady Talbot who first men- 
tioned their possible commercial value. Among the papers that Colo-' 
nel Isham had seen was a letter to Boswell from Oliver Goldsmith,! 
discussing the opening of Sie Stoops To Conquer. Knowing that 
Goldsmith letters were extremely rare and realizing that this was 
the greatest Goldsmith letter known to exist, Colonel Isham had 
commented on it at length, After the interval demanded by the rules 
of proper behavior, Lady Talbot asked him what he thought the let- 
ter would fetch in the collectors’ market—a hundred pounds? 

“T think 10 times that, Lady Talbot,” Colonel Isham replied. 

“Really,” said Lady Talbot. “Just that one letter? A thousand 
pounds?” 

The time came to leave. Colonel Isham expressed his gratitude. 
He also said that he could not help but admire the Talbots’ resolu- 
tion not to part with the papers; it was a fine thing that they were 
not tempted to sell them. 

“Yes, of course,” Lady Talbot said, looking thoughtful. “But you 
know, Colonel Isham, neither my husband nor I are literary people. 
We do not get any particular pleasure out of these papers.” 

“Ah,” replied Colonel Isham, “that is perhaps because you have 
never really read them. I am sure the time will come when you will.” 

Returning to the U.S., Colonel Isham crossed the third side of the 
square by simply staying put. Some months after his return he re- 
ceived a letter bearing the Malahide crest. This one was from Lad: 
Talbot. In it, she expressed an interest in Colonel Isham’s healt! 
and a curiosity to know if he would be willing to purchase the Gold- 
smith letter for five hundred pounds. Colonel Isham sent off his 
check for $2,500 in the next mail. With the check, the handcuffs 
were on. If one letter was for sale, so were the rest of the Boswell 
Papers. Sheriff Isham had got his man. 

He had also, though he did not know it at the time, got a bear by. 
the tail. Returning to Ireland in 1927, Colonel Isham was invited 
to stay at Malahide as a guest of the Talbots. There followed sev- 
eral days of discreet, well-bred negotiations which were concluded 
with the purchase of all the Boswell Papers that were thought to 
be in the castle. But that was only the beginning. Three years later, 
in 1930, Lord and Lady Talbot were entertaining over the week- 
end. Somebody thought it would be nice to play croquet. Rum- 
maging in a cupboard, the servants came across an old croquet box. 
Instead of containing balls, wickets and mallets, it was crowded 
with more Boswell papers. Lady Talbot communicated with Colo- 
nel Isham and Colonel Isham wrote another check. 


‘THE SHERIFF was Colonel Ralph Isham. Once referred to in 
newspaper headline, “BosweLt PaPeRs or Bust,” Isharh saved 
clipping, said recently, “It was nearly Boswell Papers and bust.” 


Before it was all over, he was to write a number of checks. In 
1930, Professor C. C. Abbott of Aberdeen University, England, was 
at Fettercairn House in Scotland, not far from Aberdeen, searching 
for material for a life of James Beattie, a minor Scotch philosopher 
of the 18th Century who was a friend of both Boswell and John- 
son. Fettercairn House was the residence of the son of Sir William 
Forbes, one of Boswell’s literary executors. Going through a box in 
the anteroom of the library, Professor Abbott found a few Boswell 
letters. Off he went from cellar to attic. In a courtyard were two 
large wooden chests. In these chests, in cupboards and assorted 
bundles, Professor Abbott found no less than 1,600 letters, manu- 
scripts and other documents that had once belonged to James Bos- 
well. The theory is that Forbes, as one of Boswell’s literary execu- 
tors, had planned to examine them and had not got around to re- 
turning them to Boswell’s heirs before he died. A suit to establish 
the ownership of the papers followed their discovery. It cost Colo- 
nel Isham some $30,000 over and above what he had to pay for the 
papers when the suit was settled. 

Casting up his bank balance, Colonel Isham decided that it might 
be well to make sure no more of Boswell’s papers were kicking 
around. In 1937, again visiting Malahide, he made a personal search 
of the premises and uncovered another batch of papers. These were 
less voluminous than either the ebony-cabinet, croquet-box or Fet- 
tercairn finds, but Colonel Isham felt reasonably certain that he 
had at last herded all the Boswell Papers into one corral. 


The old stable 


IHAT he hadn’t goes, by now, without saying. At the outbreak 
of World War II in 1939, the Malahide village officials began 
to look for places to store food. Everything with a roof on it was 
pressed into service. An old stable on the Malahide estate possessed 
the necessary qualification. It had not been used for years, the stairs 
to its loft were gone, but it did have a roof. And under the roof, in 
a dark corner, was a wooden box containing another hoard of the 
papers that James Boswell used to refer to a: chives. Out came 
Colonel Isham’s checkbook, down plunged his balance. The Bos- 
well Papers were truly wonders, but would wonders never cease? 
Finally Colonel Isham was compelled to give the matter some 
serious thought. Over a period of 23 years from 1926 to 1949, he 
had tied up the bulk of his fortune in the papers. What had started 
out as a hobby—albeit an expensive one—had become a luxury 
that he felt he could no longer afford. In the summer of 1949, with 
more than a little reluctance, he sold his collection to Yale Univer- 
sity for a sum that is generally suspected to be in the neighborhood 
of $500,000. The purchase was made possible by a gift to Yale from 
the Old Dominion Foundation, established by Paul Mellon, and by 
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BOSWELL continues 


a sizable sum provided by the McGraw-Hill Book Company for ex- 
clusive publication rights. 

The roundup, however, was not yet over. Colonel Isham had one 
more purchase to make. Lord Talbot, he of the race horses, died in 
1948. His title and castle passed on to the next heir, a cousin who 
is not a member of the Boswell family. The new Lord Talbot made 
a thorough search of the castle and came up with a final cache of 
more than 500 items, running to several thousand pages, that were 
found in a storeroom containing family papers of other, non-Bos- 
wellian periods. These were also acquired by Colonel Isham who in 
turn sold them to Yale. 

The collection is so full of rarities, great and small, that nothing 
less than full publication can do it justice. Certain of its jewels, how- 
ever, shine brighter than others. One such is a letter written in 1764 
by Boswell to William Temple; in it he describes a visit to Voltaire: 


And whence do I now write to you, My Friend? From the Cha- 
teau of M. de Voltaire. . . . I returned yesterday to this enchant- 
ed castle. The Magician appeared a very little before dinner. But 
in the evening he came into the drawing room in great spirits. I 
placed myself by him. I touched the keys in unison with his Imag- 
ination. I wish you had heard the Music. He was all Brilliance. 
e me continued flashes of Wit. I got him to speak English 

which he does in a degree that made me, now and then, start up 
and cry, “Upon my soul this is astonishing,” When he talked our 
language he was animated with the Soul of a Briton. He had bold 
flights. He had humour. He had an extravagance; he had a forci- 
ble oddity of stile that the most comical of our dramatis Personae 
could not have exceeded. He swore bloodily as was the fashion 
in England. He hum’d a Ballad; He repeated non- 
Then he talked of our Constitution with a noble enthusi- 
t last we came upon Religion. Then did he rage. 
Company went to Supper. M. de Voltaire and I remained in the 
drawing room with a great Bible before us; and if ever two mor- 
tal men disputed with vehemence we did. . . . He stood like an 
Orator of ancient Rome. Tully was never more agitated than he 
vas. He went too far. His aged frame trembled beneath him. He 
, “O Lam very sick; My head turns round,” and he let him- 
self gently fall upon an easy chair. He recovered. I resumed our 
Conversation, but changed the tone. . . . I demanded of him an 
honest confession of his real sentiments. . .. He exprest his vene- 
ration—his love—of the Supreme Being, and his entire resi 
tion to the will of Him who is Allwise. . . . I called to him with 
emotion, “Are you sincere? are you realy sincere?” He answered, 
“Before God lam.” ... Temple, was not this an interesting scene? 


Practically all the papers now at Yale will be published in time; 
some 40 to 50 volumes are projected. These will include the whole 
of Boswell’s journals, an edition of his voluminous correspondence, 
a new Life of Johnson that will contain many passages that Bos- 
well himself expurgated from the original manuscript, and certain 
Wvorld, Hitherto uakeben) by Samuel labisean, Sie esha Rey cakes 
and others. 

And so ends the story of the mystery of the Boswell Papers. There 
is, however, a larger and even more interesting tale. More than any- 
thing else, James Boswell wanted to impress himself upon the at- 
tention of posterity. “His chosen lifework,” as Chauncey Tinker 
has said, “was defeating the forces of oblivion.’’ No man could have 
won a more impressive victory. The battle is Boswell’s hands down.

How to Sell a Smell 


Two New England extroverts have parlayed a few scents into a $1 million business 


NE thing that may be in store for all 

of us in the future is a television set 

with a smell—a pleasant smell, that 

is. Bacon and eggs will appear on the screen; 

the odor of bacon and eggs will waft out at 

the audience. The heroine of a soap opera will 

open her arms and purse her lips for a kiss; 

out to the rapt televiewers will come the odor 
of her perfume, haunting and sublime. 

If television ever becomes so titillating, 

the odds are heavy that the men behind the 

smell will be N. Lee Swartout and Charles

and they are known to stop at nothing. Their 
concept of “the captive audience” is noth- 
ing so conservative as chance crawds of peo- 
ple helplessly trapped in a living room or a 
railway station. These men besiege cities. 
In the last four years they have attacked 
potential customers by spraying perfume 
wholesale into city streets: they have deliv- 
ered it in the form of a gigantic Easter egg 


lowered from a helicopter; they even have 
attempted to make the heavens release per- 
fumed snow. And in their most dramatic air 
attack they staged the world’s first perfume 
bombing of a city by a fleet of airplanes. 
The perfume business has always been 
notoriously and stiffly conservative, wag- 
ing its commercial warfare with sleek, insin- 
uating advertisements. Yet in this esoteric 
world of smell-for-sale, the shrill and brassy 
methods used by Angelique and Company, 
Inc. have paid off with an unprecedented

triumph. Starting with literally nothing but a perfectly empty bot- 
tle and an almost equally empty idea, Messrs. Swartout and Gran- 
ville today own a $1 million business. What is even more notable is 
that their product seems to have some solid merit. Recently one 
professional perfumer conceded primly, “Angelique is sensational 
but sound.” 

Both Swartout and Granville are spectacularly unlike the classic 
concept of a perfumer, who should be a nice blend of the dapper, 
the exotic and the mysterious. They are both remorseless extro- 
verts and pranksters who go at their trade in the spirit of college 
boys trying to supplement their weekly allowances. Swartout, 38, 
is a lean, tall fellow addicted to gadgets like trick neckties that sud- 
denly fly straight up from his shirtfront. Granville, 44, a puckish 
character with a pensive, bespectacled face, is so restlessly in 
search of new ways of expressing his personality that he finds it 
difficult to sit still. Both men naturally rejoiced that, when they 
launched their perfume venture, they were living on a road called 
Skunk Lane. Ever since they have happily called their company 
“The Skunk Works,” even in the public prints. 

In January 1946, when Angelique began, the French perfume 
industry was returning to the American market for the first time 
in six years. The field was littered with the remains of fly-by-night 
American companies born of the war years. So any good business 
counselor could have told Swartout and Granville that their tim- 
ing was singularly silly. 

But Swartout and Granville were not canny economists. They 
were commuters—which is really why it all began. Commuting to 
New York from Wilton, a small and ‘charming Connecticut town, 
demands about three hours daily on a train; and both Swartout 
and Granville had been doing it for years. While they were both 
successful men—Swartout as New York manager for Swindell 
Brothers, manufacturers of bottles for the cosmetics industry, and 
Granville as an efficiency engineer—they yearned to live intimately 
with the rural charms of Wilton which they then enjoyed only with 
the dulled senses of the commuter. They talked about their yearn- 
ing often. One day they decided to quit yearning and do something. 

“Charlie had made a survey of a perfume business,” Swartout re- 
calls, “He noticed that it made a high rate of profit. Also, the work 
didn’t seem too hard—mostly a matter of selling the stuff. That 
combination interested me. 

On one of their last evenings on the train as commuters they 
decided their positions on Angelique’s board of directors by flip- 
ping a 50¢ piece. Swartout won the toss and became president. His 
first official act was instantly to appoint Granville treasurer. By 
the time the train pulled into Wilton, Granville’s wife had been 
named vice president and Mrs. Swartout secretary. As working cap- 
ital, each of the men agreed to put up $4,000. 

If either Granville or Swartout had known very much about the 
business they were entering, they probably would have used the 
50¢ piece to buy a few beers and forget the whole thing. The per- 
fume profession is not only tightly organized; it also studiously

cultivates an air of mystery. Creation of a new perfume demands 
an art combining some of the more recondite skills of tea-tasting, 
musical composition and advanced chemistry. The final standard 
of quality, aside from the individual reputations of the ingredients 
used, is determined by the nose. Some of the basic smells, which 
come in the form of natural or synthetic essential oils, are almost 
unbearably sweet. Others are so horrible that an incautious whi! 
can cause acute nausea. But each one has a particular quality which 
the perfumer knows will give him certain notes in the harmony he 
wishes to create. Once he has assembled and mixed them, he “fixes” 
them with some such substance as musk to insure that they all 
evaporate evenly together, rather than at rates according to their 
varying volatility. “If you didn’t ‘fix’ a perfume,” the men of the 
trade explain, “you would have a lady smelling differently every 
few minutes as the various oils evaporated, and some of the smells 
mnie not be too pretty.” 

In an unguarded moment of conservatism Swartout and Gran- 
ville decided they would follow the practice of many of their com- 
petitors-to-be and would not produce their own scent, but entrust 
this to an essential-oil company. Their immediate problem was to 
find a name for their new firm. They hit on it one evening while 
sitting with their wives and.a few friends over after-dinner high- 
balls. Mary Granville, a pert young mother of three, had been 
brooding about the name for some time. Suddenly she let out a 
squeal. “I’ve got it!” she cried. “Murphy!” 

“What's that, dear?” her husband inquired. 
“The name,” said Mrs, Granville. “It just came to me. I remem- 
bered a friend of mine from Hammond, Ind. Angelique Murphy.” 
“But darling,” Granville said, “you can’t call a perfume Mur- 
” 


Mary Granville eyed him steadily and said coldly, “Angelique.” 
That ended the discussion. 

Next Swartout and Granville set to work on a merchandising plan. 
Since the scents were made for them elsewhere, their principal task 
would be to sell perfume. They wanted to build up a very “personal- 
ized” clientele. The scheme they devised for this seemed so ingenious 
that its practicality could have been questioned only by a cruel critic 
or any experienced businessman. They proposed to start with six 
different scents, six different names and six different packaging 
styles. By mixing these up in various combinations, they would be 
able to assure no less than 1,296 customers absolute exclusivity in 
a package. Swartout now recalls, “It looked likea stroke of genius.” 


Folly and distraction 


N a short while it looked like a stroke of madness. First came 

days and nights of fretting and wrangling over six names to go 
with the perfumes which Angelique would sell. While friends badg- 
ered them with suggestions such as “Steeple—It Smells to High 
Heaven,” Swartout and Granville and their faithful wives pored 
over dictionaries, anthologies, encyclopedias and thesauruses. They 
emerged with six names: Black Satin, Wanderlust, Folly, Est-Est- 
Est (this one was an old Italian wine), Distraction and Murmur. 
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From the firm of van Ameringen-Haebler, Inc., a top house in the 
manufacture of essential oils and perfume materials, they got six 
scents. “Then,”’says Swartout, “werushed out onto theroad.” Three 
months later they limped back to their one-room office over the Wil- 
ton Electric Shop, lugging their huge suitcases of samples and their 
huge disillusion. “We just couldn’t take it anymore,” Granville re- 
calls with a shudder. “The more we talked about our wonderful intri- 
cate combinations, the more confused we got. V/e couldn't keep the 
different things straight. The mathematics got us down. It developed 
into the higher forms of algebra. We began to realize that the inven- 
tory problem of 1,296 different and exclusive items was colossal. 
We gave up.” 

Salvaged from the grand failure were 1) the name Black Satin 
and 2) an idea of labeling bottles with the name of the store sell- 
ing them. Both have proved highly successful. Their schemes now 
streamlined, it was necessary to decide which one of their six scents 
they would use. They exploited almost the entire population of 
Wilton as judges, trying various perfumes out on anyone who would 
stop long enough to take a deep breath. For a fortnight, Wilton 
reeked. It also came back for more of one particular scent—a sultry 
Oriental blend with overtones of luxury. “Luxurious it certainly 
was,” says Swartout. “It was the most expensive one of all. It cost 
five times as much as an average perfume, and it had 32 ounces per 
gallon of essential oils, compared to the average of 26 ounces in a 
quality perfume.” When they double-checked this perfume against 
five leading brands in unlabeled bottles and it was still Wilton’s 
choice, they decided to gamble all on it. 


Six strategic spots 


WARTOUT and Granville had now come up with another 

scheme to revolutionize the trade, this one a little more ration- 
al. “Women,” says Granville, “don't use perfume nearly enough. 
Lots of them use it only in the evening, for special occasions. There 
are many who don’t think it proper to wear perfume during working 
hours. And most of them think that a couple of dabs behind the ears is 
all that’s needed anyway.” Angelique, they decided, would change 
all that. “There are six strategic spots where perfume should be ap- 
plied,” says Granville. “Behind the ears, in the crooks of both elbows 
andin thecrooks of theknees. In these places thereis warmth and skin 
friction, which helps to diffuse the aroma of the perfume. Further- 
more,” he adds delicately, “a bit of cotton soaked in perfume and 
placed in the brassiere is likely to draw favorable attention.” 

Angelique’s first order came from a small shop about seven miles 
away. By August, with their sales force increased to four and the 
pomeely of starting deliveries in October, Granville felt sufficient- 
ly courageous to tackle a really big prospect, Saks Fifth Avenue in 
New York. To his astonishment he got an order. “After that,” he 
says, ‘we felt the business was made.” 

The Saks sale was no sooner on the books than the whole beauti- 
ful bubble burst—almost. One of their new associates, a recently 
demobilized war veteran named Gordon Hoffman who had been 
grandly named general sales manager for the Eastern U.S., entered 

jonwit Teller’s Philadelphia branch one day and discovered some- 
one had been there the day before, with a perfume called Black Satin. 
Only it was not Angelique’s product. 

‘The investigation that followed showed not only that there was 
another such perfume on the market, but also that its manufacturer 
had copyrighted the name 10 years before. He had only begun to 
use it recently, however, and this was why it had been overlooked 
in the copyright search. He was willing to sell the name, though— 
for $100,000. “There were three things we could do,” Granvillesays. 
“We could change our name, which meant losing all our investment 
in packages and labels. Or we could buy the guy out. Or we could 
go out of business.” 

Ignoring the sensible third alternative, they started to negotiate. 
After six weeks they beat the price down to 00, with an agree- 
ment to pay $5,000 down, $2,933 every six months for three years. 
In their elation they had no time to analyze their firm’s financial 
structure at this point. “All we could think of,” Swartout remem- 
bers, “was that we had saved Angelique. It was quite a while be- 
fore we started asking ourselves what we had saved it for. Not even 
started, and we were already $22,500 in the hole.” 

But they went right on selling. Granville sold his house and car, 
Swartout increased the mortgage on his house. Both their wives 
reflectively picked over their jewels. Fortunately, they also sold 
perfume. by October they started shipping Black Satin to 55 cus- 
tomers, among whom was the Navy which sold it in ships? 
stores. Somewhat later the Army came in too, and Black Satin turned 
up in post exchanges all over the Far East. 
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Perhaps the saving stimulant in those times came from the fact 
that each working day began with a mouthful of Black Satin, taken 
straight. “We didn’t have any bottling machines,” Swartout re- 
calls with a grin, “so we just siphoned the perfume out of jugs with 
rubber hos: at meant taking a healthy suck to get it starte ed. 
It was strong stuff, but not too bad—75% alcohol, after all.” 

They wound up 1946 with a volume of $: 29—and a net loss 
of $8,336. The new year speeded things up: in January 1947 they 
lost $4,219, in February $2,936, in March $3,931. Angelique "s sales, 
however, had increased in a most encouraging, almost astonishing 
way. By January 1948 there were 286 accounts on th books and 
the volume had reached $169,185. A high percenta 
reorders, which meant that Black Satin had found lasting fa 
least with some. Swartout and Granville had also made some nota- 
ble strides in their crusade to make the world perfume-conscious. 
They had adapted an idea used by Lord & Taylor, a New York custo- 
mer, of spraying perfume into the air. The partners devised portable 
sprayers which were shipped around all over the country to spray 
anyone who happened to pass by the stores where they operated. 

While this was effective, not to say disconcerting, it really only 
prepared the way for their first big publicity stunt. “It came to me 
all ina flash,” Granville says proudly day I 
ain-making. Fellow took some dry ice up in an airplar 
it into a cloud, and it rained. I thought to myself: why not put per- 
fume in the dry ice? For the first time in history the weather, people's 
favorite topic of conversation, would be harnessed for commercial 
use.” Swartout agreed eagerly: Angelique, at this point, still had 
very little to lose. 

‘The plan advanced rapidly. A friend in Bridgeport offered to pro- 
vide the airplane, thereby making Bridgeport the unwitting victim. 
When the date was set Granville called the newspapers and wire 
services to cover the advent of “perfumed snow” (it being mid- 
winter at this time). The se was awesome. “All hell broke 
loose,” Granville re "The phones wei mped. One New 
York paper even wanted to cover the stunt with a helicopter!” 

Cri: 
ITIZENS of Connecticut responded to the news of the plan 
with what,at its brightest, could only be called a dim view. There 
was already nearly afoot of snow on the ground. Themayor of Bridge- 
port suggested sharply that Swartout and Granville could better 
serve their state by shouldering shovels. The superintendent of 
streets said sourly, “I can’t think of anything to say that you could 
print.” One newspaper reported an assault by a Bridgeport resident 
upon his wife, whom he struck over the head with a shovel when she 
told him about the Swartout-Granville experiment. In jail, the news- 
paper said, the man refused to explain his act—“he just breathes 
kinda heavy.”’ He had, the paper added, been shoveling out his drive- 
way daily for 22 days. 

On Feb. 10, 1948, O-day—for “Operation Odoriferous”— 
dawned, unfortunately, bright and crystal-clear. When Swartout, 
Granville and their wives arrived to face a sizable gathering of cam- 
eras, microphones and reporters, there was not a cloud to be seen to 
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promise snow. But by the time they had ground up their 5-pound 
chunk of dry ice and solemnly poured perfume over it, a few shreds 
of cirrus clouds had begun to form high in the blue. With glad cries 
they boarded the airplane and roared away. 

The results of the operation, in terms of actual snow-making, are 
still debated in Bridgeport bars. The pilot, loyal to his passengers, 
reported “definite” snow flurries “at high altitudes.” Two radio 
listeners reported some snow—but with no scent. Granville, climb- 
ing out of the plane, reported the loss of a $200 wristwatch whipped 
overboard as he threw out the snow—and promised further experi- 
ments immediately in Washington, Chicago and possibly Milwau- 
kee. To this last the reaction was swift. The director of highways 
of Washington reportedly threatened to sue if one flake of snow fell. 
From Milwaukee a victim of asthma wrote that she was praying 
nightly that Swartout and Granville would never appear since she 
was allergic to perfume, and the idea of a perfumed blizéard was 
“terribly upsetting.” Finally, in a magnanimous gesture that again 
made headlines all over the country, Angelique let it be known that 
further experiments would be postponed indefinitely. “All this,” 
Granville remembers proudly, “‘we got for a total cost of $40.50— 
theexpense of hiring the plane, buying thedry ice, and theperfume.”” 

This publicity success was more encouragement than necessary 
for Granville and Swartout, neither of whom was ever exactly tor- 
mented by inhibitions anyway. While their sales rose, their minds 
buzzed with ideas for new ventures. At Easter time they delivered 
an enormous Black Satin egg to a Syracuse department store by heli- 
copter, while crowds below gaped in wonder. That day the store 
sold $1,000 worth of Black Satin. An aerial announcement of anew 
perfume called White Satin was next. This time the plane scattered 
strips of blotter soaked with the scent all over Wilton. Intoxicated 
with the heady wine of notoriety and increased sales, Swartout and 
Granville continued to put money and ideas into their company 
until at last, in June 1948, Angelique showed a profit of $3,430. It 
was the first time the two partners had used black ink in their ledg- 
ers since the company began. ‘ 

This happy state was celebrated three months later by the per- 
fume bombing of Los Angeles. The memory still brings a gleam to 
Granville’s eye. This was no piddling, one-plane operation. Twelve 
Beechcraft Bonanzas were mobilized, each with a crew of pilot and 
one “bombardierette,” a name fondly coined by Granville to de- 
scribe the black-satin-clad young starlets who were to drop the 
bombs. According to publicity releases, the planes were to fly in for- 
mation over the heart of the city and, at a given signal from the lead 
ship, each would release a cloud of perfume. Just to make sure that 
people knew they were being bombed, Swartout and Granville had 
planted a few of their portable sprayers around to inject added scent 
into the atmosphere at ground level. 

Details of the raid are still classified information at Angelique 
headquarters. It was announced that $20,000 worth of perfume was 
to be used, though the figure was never officially confirmed. The 
starlets, questioned at the airport, held up bottles to prove they 
had something. One, pressed by a particularly nosy newsman as to 
just how she was to drop her bomb, pointed to a novzlelike opening 
just above the tail of the plane. “Out of there,” she said brightly. 


Luckily, neither she nor the reporter realized that the opening des- 
ignated was for the radio antenna. In any event, the planes took off 
and shortly after were seen to roar over the city. “It was most spec- 
tacular,” says Granville. “Too bad none of the perfume got through 
the smog. Apparently it just drifted out to sea.” 

Shortly after this, one of Angelique’s salesmen, Champe Andrews, 
devised a machine which pumped out perfumed bubbles—a success- 
ful way of overcoming the inherent lack of motion in perfume adver- 
tising. For nearly a year Angelique’s machines blew bubbles all over 
the couintryuntl the inventor of a similar machine who had patented 
his idea turned up, threatening to sue unless Angelique stopped or 
paid him royalties. With unusual discretion, Angelique stopped— 

ut recently Swartout and Granville bought two of his machines 
and got back into the bubble busin 

What will come next defies conjecture. Last year Angelique sold 
$545,649 worth of perfume, cologne, soap, bath powder, pocket- 
size atomizers, solid perfume and cologne in lipstick form. This year 
orders have been coming in at close to double that rate, and Gran- 
ville and Swartout find it necessary to devote tedious hours to weed- 
ing out accounts because they are getting too many. The Skunk 
Works have expanded beyond all recognition: a staff of 43 people 
is busy with bottling, labeling and packaging machines as well as 
bookkeeping and making coffce for all hands every morning at 11. 
There are branch offices in New York, Chicago and Pomona, Calif., 
and one in Canada. Granville has a new house. Swartout has paid 
off his mortgage. Both have new convertibles, 

The sport of money-making, however, must not be allowed to get 
tame. Granville, particularly, frets about this. Right now he and 
Swartout are preparing yet another scent to come on the market 
in February: “Gold Satin, destined to be the world’s most talked- 
about perfume.” How to get the world to talk more about Gold 
Satta’ say ollie perfume is the current problem. One immedi- 
ate way will be to have a big Gold Satin bottle in store windows, 
above which a small, golden balloon will bounce around, seemingly 
suspended in open air, “Of course,” says Granville, “actually it will 
be held up by a jet of air, mixed with perfume, arising from a hole 
in the bottle. It will look pretty good, and it ought to stop people.” 

But the yearning to stop whole cities and make them aware of 
Angelique persists. Granville has been studying the spectacle of 
water increas in U.S. cities with a speculative eye. “All this arti- 
ficial rain-making,”’ he says reflectively. “Now I don’t say we would 
or could do a thing like contracting to perfume that rain, but just 
imagine. . .”

With the approach of winter, the tonsillitis sea- 
son is about to begin, By the end of March this 
common disease will have caused millions of 
sore throats, mostly in children between the 
ages of 5 and 15, Twenty-five years ago tonsils 
were the basis of the biggest surgical fad in U.S. 
history, and thousands of children went to the 
operating room before they ever went to school. 
‘The glands at the back of the throat were re- 
garded as a potential source of dangerous in- 
fection which should be removed, healthy or 
no, to prevent subsequent diseases. Today doc- 
tors know that healthy tonsils serve a vital pur- 
pose and should be left alone as long as possible. 
The nodes not only trap many disease germs 
entering the body through the nose and mouth 
but also manufacture some of the white blood 
cells which help build up immunity to diseases. 
Most doctors now remove tonsils only when 
they have become so overwhelmed by bacteria 
and saturated with bacterial poisons that they 
persistently’ spill over into the body. 

‘These toxins may pile up in any one or all of 
the body's nine tonsil areas where clumps or 
strips of lymphoid tissue are imbedded in the 
membrane lining of the nose and throat (above). 
But generally the infection is most acute in the 
two almond-shaped glands at the back of the 
throat (above, right) and in the tiny cauliflow- 
er-shaped mass in the back of the nose called the 
adenoid, The bacteria produce a glandular in- 
flammation and enlargement (below, far right) 
which in a mild case disappear in a few days. In 
severe cases the enlarged tonsils may interfere 
with breathing and hearing, and the poisons

HOW TO TREAT TONSILLITIS 


Tonsillitis is generally caused by a particularly virulent streptococ- 
cus that is easily transmitted from one person to another or through 
food and milk handled by a diseased person. Its first symptoms are a 
sore throat and a severe case of chills usually followed by headache, 
backache, swollen neck glands, stiff neck and jaw, pain in the arms and 
legs and sometimes nausea and diarrhea. The tongue feels furry, and 
the tonsils are covered with specks of pus (above). Within a few days 
the infection may spread to the soft palate, causing quinsy (below), 
which is the most painful type of tonsillitis. Parents should puta strick- 
cn child to bed immediately, apply cold compresses to the neck, give 
liquids frequently and irrigate the throat with warm salt water. If the 
child has a fever the parents should call the doctor, who probably will 
prescribe an opiate to ease the pain and antibiotics or sulfa drugs to 
fight the infection. If an operation is found to be necessary, it should 
not be done for at least a month following an attack of tonsillitis and 
should never be done when the child has a cold or any active heart 
or lung disease. For years it has been thought that a tonsillectomy 
during the peak of the polio season exposes the patient to the addition- 
al risk of infantile paralysis. Doctors, however, do not agree on this.
